COMPULSORY VACCINATION AGAIN 
ir 


Compulsory vaccination of pupils of the 
Chicago publie schools has been attacked 
in the courts. Joseph P. Tracy, 2798 
Winchester Avenue, general manager of 
the Michigan, Indiana and IlInois Steam- 
ship Company, has filed mandamus pro- 
ceeding in the circuit court to compel 
the school authorities to admit his three 
children to the McPherson School, Rav- 
enswood, from which they were excluded 
February 15, because they had not been 
vaccinated. The three children were Floy 
Tracy, seventh grade, Mirian, fourth 
grade and Ithamar, first. 

The mandamus is asked against Gra- 
ham Harris, president of the board of 
Cooley, superintendent 
of schools, and Miss Adelaide Jordan, 
principal of the McPherson school. The 
court is then informed that the three 
children, though free from any taint of 
contagious disease, have been expelled 
from the school which they attended be- 
cause they had not been vaccinated. A 
physician's certificate that the three 
children are free from all infectious or 
dangerous disease is shown. Mr. Tracy 
declares that he fears the effect of the 
virus, which he believes has been known 
to cause severe sickness and even death 
to those inoculated. 

It is said that this is the first time in 
Cook county that the question of the 
right of the school authorities to insist

The work 
was done by 125 physicians, guarded by 
105 policemen. Everybody was compell- 
ed or forced to receive the virus. The 
presence of the large police force made 
the barbaric scene still more barbarian. 
Doctors advocating compulsory vaccina- 
tion do it because there is money in it, 
because it is seedsowing for the future 
diseases, and because they are either ig- 
norant of its effects or mercenary in their 
motives."

Tar SUNFLOWER 
would like to aid all but what are we to 
do? Every few weeks we have letters 
asking for assistance and asking us to 
publish their pleas. Most of them are 
strangers to us, we do not know any- 
thing of their conditions, do not know 
whether they are worthy or unworthy 
in the great majority of cases and never 
has the writer given any reference or 
anything that would allow us to learn 
the facts. 

. Not long since we received a letter stat- 
ing that two papers to whom the writer 
appealed had paid mo attention to it. 
We knew nothing of the person and were 
ia exactly the same position as the other 
papers. Could not consistently ask our 
patrons to contribute to the individual 
without any knowledge of the matter. 

The plain fact was that we did not know 
whetber money sent would go for bread 
or whiskey. 

Spiritualists should make some arrange- 
ments whereby cases Of actual destitution 
or of perseeution can be attended to by 
them asa body the same as other de- 
nominations do and then we will be able 
to take care of our workers who, through 
sickness or laws are placed in an undesir- 
able condition. 

Another thing. We know of three Eng- 
lish mediums who have come to this 
coustry and have com: to grief. While we 
wish to welcome our English ccusins, we 
also wish to advise them that conditions 
are much different here from what they 
are in England. We have long trips to 
make, short engagements are the rule 
and while the pay seems large, the in- 
creased expenses make it much smaller 
than it seems, 

Strangers coming here have to gain a 
reputation in some manner. So it is nec. 
essary to come well recommended in order 
to gain a proper hearing from societies 
without a long siege of work to gain 
the reputation on merit. 

The plan of work is far different here 
also. While their popular favor is clair. 
voyance and psychometry, in this country 
ihe test work is on a different basis and 
much more pointed, 

This is written not to criticise any of 
the classes mentioned, but to try to give 
an exact statement of the conditions and 
in that way aid all parties interested,

Organize societies, go to work with the 
same earnestness that characterizes the 
churches and there will never be a call 
for another symposium or a wonder of 
“What shall we do?"

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LITERARY. - 
Death; Its PERPER and Result, 
By John K. Wilson, Member 
Pennsylvania Bar,

Reviewed by Moses Hull. 


The above is the title of a profoundly 
entertaining Volume of 560 pages. I 
think whoever begins to read this book 
will pursue it to a finish, and then wish 
it had not closed so soon. 

Before I had read 100 pages in this 
book, I concluded that it was a wonder- 
ful book containing over 500 pages of 
the most weird matter that was ever 
put in type. If this was not so Mr. Wil- 
son was the monumental liar, or the 
most imaginative person of theage. The 
book reads as though the author thought 
he was telling facts; so, I determined to 
try to find out. For this purpose I inter- 
viewed more than a dozen of his neigh- 
bors besides several others who knew 
him but not so well. I found everybody 
gave him the name of being a modest, 
unassuming lawyer; not given in the 
least to running after fancy; nor to hal- 
lucination hunting. As for the truth of 
his statements, why, no one who knows 
him ever questions his word in any re- 
spect. When this character was univer- 
sally given the author, my interest in the 
book increased, and I read with renewed 
energy. 

It appears that as a boy Mr. Wilson 
and some of his boy friends held a seance 
or two, with such results as to frighten 
them from making other attempts in 
that direction. Years passed on. Mr. 
Wilson graduated in a Law School, and 
went to the practice of his profession. 
He was once or twice elected mayor of 
the town where he lived. He did such 
work as came in his way as an attorney. 

Finally in 1893, he formed the ac- 
quaintance of a German by the name of 
J. L. Kramer. In a casual way one 
evening they fell into conversation about 
Spiritualism. As Mr. K. had recently 
lost his wife, and wanted, if it were pos- 
sible, to hear from her, he was not in- 
clined to be unfriendly to it. Indeed if 
there was any truth in it he wanted to 
know it. 

Not long after this he formed the 
acquaintance of a little Scotch jeweler, 
by the name of E. M. Dallas; when Spirit- 
ualism was introduced to him he at 
once signified his entire disbeleif in it, 
and his unwillingness to investigate it. 


He was a Presbyterian, and had no no- 
tion of leaving the religion of his father. 

At last, just to see what would come 
of it, they, none of them believing in 
Spiritualism, formed a circle in Mr. Wil- 
son's office. The very first night proved 
Mr. Dallas to be a medium. He could 
see the spirits and hear them talk; and, 
by request of the spirits, could repeat 
after them whole sentences. 

Thus test after test was given. Per- 
sons whom Mr. Wilson knew to be dead, 
came and gave such tests as no one but 
the one who pretended to do the talking 
could give. These tests were beyond the 
power of Mr. Wilson or either of the 
others to dispute. This was not all, but 
persons known by the other parties, but 
not known to be dead came and report- 
ed, giving what proved to be correct 
accounts of their lives and death. Tests 
were multiplied during the next few weeks, 
until more would only have been a 
burden. 

Here the scene changes; Mr. Wilson 
and Mr. Dallas, each on a certain night, 
found themselves prisoners, neither, until 
they were taken to the spirit prison, 
knowing that the other was a prisoner. 
The Jesuits had sent officers and taken 
them a great distance to their prisons. 

There they met each other. They 
would have been killed, had not their 
captors seen that to do that would ruin 
their own cause. 

In one sense Mr. Dallas never got ont 
of that prison. The spirits built a solid 
wall around hig closed at the top, so 
that he could neither get out nor see ont. 
After that Mr. Dallas never either saw 
clairvoyantly nor heard clairaudiently. 

As Mr. Dallas had learned telegraphy, 
they soon provided themselves with a 
telegraph instrument. This they knew 
was connected with no earthly instru- 
ment, but through it they got very im- 
portant messages besides many valuable 
tests were given. 

After this, "There was war in heaven.” 
These spirits fought on each side. In 
every instance, the number of prisoners 
and of wounded on each side was 
given. The enemy sometimes got hold 
of the spirit end of the telegraph. 
There was plotting and counter-plotting; 
sometimes oneside would gain the victory 
and sometimes the other. All this 
is so interesting, and sounds so much 
like fairy tales that I will not attempt 
to describe it. 

Finally the office on this side moved 
to Lily Dale. A chapter or two about 
the work done at that Mecca is very 
interesting. When they went back to 
Bradford it was discovered that the 
enemy had, and would hold the advan- 
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arena to other quarters and that they 
mustcover their tracks so that the enemy 
could not trace them. 

Here there was plotting that would 
have done honor toa Napolean Bone- 
parte. They went to St. Augustine, Fla. 
At last they were about to be discovered. 
The arena was again removed, this time 
as far as Mr. Dallas was concerned, to 
Portland, Oregon. But these opposition 
spirits succeeded in tracing them and 
they were again defeated. 

All this reminds me of many weird 
things there are in the Bible; of the 
spirits of Pharaoh, and others, who went 
to the nether world with their munitions 
of warfare; and of the battle of which 
Paul speaks, with wicked spirits in high 
places. 

I wish I had room to say more than 
twice as much about this strange book.
